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THE BORDER TOWNSHIPS OF RICE COUNTY 


This is the final installment showing the diverse ethnic 
settlement of Rice County and the area surrounding her borders. 
Maps were presented in the last two newsletters. 

Goodhue County 

Warsaw township of Goodhue County was settled in the northern 
part by the McCorkle brothers and other American settlers. The 
southern part of this township was settled by some Norwegians 
in 1856. The village of Dennison was about three fourths 
Scandinavian in the 1880s. 

Holden township was settled by the Norwegian-element also 

Kenyon township lies to the east of Richland township and was 
also settled by the Norwegians interspersed with Yankees. It 
is a fact that most of this county is of the Norwegian heritage. 

Dodge County 

While Dodge County is not a connecting county to RiceCounty, it 
is interesting to note and include two townships of that county. 
Concord township was settled in 1854 with settlers from Iowa 
and Pennslyvania. The southern part of Concord township was 
settled with a party from Massachusetts. 

Ellington township was settled in 1855. In 1860 the population 
of this township was 160: in 1865 this number was 201. By 1880 
four nationalities can be found among 667 inhabitants. They 
are: American, Irish, German and Norwegian. Dodge county lies 
to the southeast of Richland tv/onship. 

Scott County 

Cedar Lake Township was settled by the Czechoslovakians. Large 
numbers of this population can be found in a triangle of LeSeuer, 
Scott and Rice County. Their numbers were highly represented 
between 1860 and 1900.

New Market township was also claimed by people from the same 

country. This element of the Bohemian nationalities have 

maintained their hold on this area. „„ TT ^
